By the report of the proceeding* 
of the Township Committee, t be Fire 
Committee are ordered to take down, 
and store, the electric striking apparatus 
As an Interested citizen, let me ask 
what are we going to hate for an ade¬ 
quate fire alarm In place of the bell.* 
The whistle, placed In s remote i«srt of 
the town, esn hardly !•* heard in the 
Centre when one Is listening f*»r It 

This is s serious matter, and Is it not 
better that the Township should assume 
a very remote responsibility of faying 
for s possible dameg* by the bell tower 
falling, than to run the risk of the cen¬ 
ter of the town being wiped ou* by fire • 
The present alarm depends ujkmi the 
vigilance and watchfulness of no man. 
and (When a bo* is pulled i automatically 
and mntantiy gives a good and sufficient 
alarm to the •cholc department. 1 he 
whistle will alarm but one company If 
sounded. 

Suppose a fire starts late at night in 
the Centre, and a box is pulled? Ifltbs 
night watchman Is in any remote part of 
the premises, or is asleep, or is away, or 
Is any thing or anywhere but on the 
watch, when the alarm conies to his en¬ 
gine room on the small tapper, which I 
believe is the waj he gets it. no alarm Is 
sounded, and how much of the town Is 
burned up depends i.ss It did ten years 
ago ) upon how strong the wind is. 

Let this occur but once and we have 
gons back ten years in our progress in 
fire matters, and our rate of insurance 
will be higher even than It used to be. 

We have seen the department land it 
is a good onei fight three fires in the 
Center, and know that it is a hard strug¬ 
gle when the whole force is at hand 
promptly. 

. In view of these facts it would seem 
to me that the authorities shouln take a 
lease of the bell tower, and ha\c it 
strengthened so that It would not possi¬ 
bly fall down, at least until such time as 
the voters appropriated money for an 
alarm equally as good. 

One more word and I aiu done. The 
execution of the lease by the Township 
Committee will not change the existing 
situation one iota : the town i* already 
responsible. An Interested Citizen.
